Many would-be masters todav 
are seeking to flog the tired old 
horse as it seeks to find a wav 
into a very small pasture of a 
Korean truce, where the grass 
does not grow very well. Be- 


yond it, of course, is a‘somewhat || 


greener field of a Korean peace, 
though grazing in it, if attained, 
will be precarious and paintul 
hecause of the burs, thistles and 
thorns. 


Water Hole? 


We likely will have some sort 
of *‘peace’’ or ‘“‘settlement,’”’ but 
it will be somewhat like the 
truce declared by wild animals 
in the African jungle where, as 
we learn from stories by the 
great hunters, the water hole is 
a sort of. neutral ground to 
which all animals come with 
cautious, wind-sniffing care, al- 
wavs on the alert. 

One of Churchill's great con- 
tributions is that he has heen 
urging a Korean truce, unrelated 
to other problems in Asia be- 
eause he knows a full settle- 
ment now is impossible. 

The American plan, calling 
for a series of ‘‘deeds’’ by the 
Communists to prove their good 
intentions, has been wisely and 
properly abandoned by President 
Eisenhower who has earned Mr. 
Churchill's praise for a very real 
contribution to the ‘‘piece-meal’”’ 
approach to the major problem. 

We hear often today the word 
“realistic.”’ It is a handy word, 
used to shore up one’s own con- 
cept of what sort of decision is 
needed. To one it is ‘“‘realistic’’ 
to call-off all the Korean prob- 
lem by getting out. To another, 
jt is ‘‘realistic’’ to go to war and 
attempt to conquer China. To 
still another, it is ‘‘realistic’’ to 
accept the cost of stalemate, 
take a truce and try for a small 
peace with hopes it will grow. 


Realistic 


But. certainly it must be ap- 
parent to all who wish a realistic 
view that no Bermuda confer- 
ence. followed by a ‘‘high-level”’ 
meeting including a Russian. 
representative, will bring about a 
complete settlement of the great 
forces loose in the world. Like 
all such tremendous «historical 
pressures they will be resolved 
only with the passing of time— 
perhaps a century or so. Others, 
of no greater force, have re- 
quired that much’ time—and 
more. 

The vast differences between 
the areas of the world called 
“East’’ and ‘‘West’’ are _ too 
great to be ended, with anv 
finality. by a high-level meeting. 
or a series of them. 

But, to return to the analogy 
ef the jungle water hole, we can. 
by patience, perhaps attain a 


spontaneity,

The price increase followed by 
only five days an 8'!2-cent-per- 
hour wage increase granted mem- 
bers of the United Steelworkers 
(C1lO'. Throughout the negotia-' 
tions with the 1,200,000-member 
union, industrv _ officials 
warned that pay increases would 
be followed by a price increase. 

Industry sources estimated thai 
with approximately 12 per 
of the nation’s steel production 
going into defense products, the 
price boost wouldsadd $38,880,000 
to the country’s defense bill. 

Other major producers which 
followed U. 8. Steel into the new 
wage agreement with the USW 
last Friday were expected to.

Troops of the South Korean 20th 
Division recaptured ‘'M-l’’ hill 
and stormed to the crest af 
Christmas Hill at the eastern end 
of the 15-mile bulge, and fought 
back into two lost positions near 
finger ridge on the western end. 


RIDGE NOT CLEARED 

The South Korean 2nd Corps 
reported erroneously that Finger 
Ridge had been recaptured, but 
American Maj. Robert Peden, of 
Columbus, Ga., advisor to the 
South Korean 8th Division, made 
it clear that the ridge itself was 
not in Allied hands. 

Finger Ridge is one of three 
pivotal hills guarding the ‘‘hinge” 
It was 


South Korean forces captured 
the crest of Christmas Hill after 
a four-hour fight with the aid of 
fresh troops of the 20th Division. 

The fighting was the bloodiest 
in two years of the “‘static’’ war 
along the 155-mile battlefront. The 
toll in dead and wounded was 
heavy on both sides.

_ Ground fighting was reported 
falling off on the fronts north and 
northwest of Kumwha, while the 
western front was reported almost 
completely quiet. 

Front dispatches said the big

The committee also passed a 
resolution by Councilman Dowse 
Donaldson directing City Parks 
Manager George Simons to ‘“‘ex- 
pedite’’ development of three ad- 
ditional fennis courts in Washing- 
ton Park, one of three city parks 
for Negroes.

, * That is why we view with consid- 
erable alarm action Monday by the 
House of Representatives that could 
sehd us back down the road to higher 
and higher tariffs and eventual eco- 
-nomic isolation. In destroying the non- 
partisan character of the tariff commis- 
sion—a commission that is now stacked 
with high tariff partisans—the House 
has, in effect, destroyed the reciprocal 
trade program through the back door. 

’ Until around the turn of this cen- 
tury the United States was a debtor 
nation. While developing our own in- 
dustrial capacity, we bought more from 
abroad than we sold. During that pe- 
riod we found it expedient to lessen 
our unfavorable trade balances through 
tariff laws that made it more difficult 
for foreign nations to sell to us. 

In this century the United States 
has reversed its position. Instead of 
being a debtor nation, we have become 
the greatest creditor nation of all time. 
We continue to sell more than we buy. 
When this situation has faced other 
nations in the past, they have found it 
necessary to relax restrictions to per- 
mit foreign goods to enter in order to 
keep their own trade flowing. 

No one believes it can be done over- 
night. But a gradual relaxation of 
trade barriers would lead to unprece- 
dented prosperity, such as we have 
achieved through a free interchange of 
goods and services in our union of 48 
states. 

With our high tariffs in the 1920s, 
we eventually froze foreign competi- 
tion from the American market. That, 
in turn, made it impossible for foreign 
countries to buy our goods after their 
supply of dollars was exhausted. Our 
surpluses piled up, especially agricul- 
tural commodities, and we plunged mer- 
rily into the crash of 1929 and the world 
depression that followed. 

* In the last decade we have been 
equally unrealistic. Instead of permit- 
ting them to earn dollars through trade, 
we have been making outright gifts of 
billions to our allies at the expense of 
the American taxpayer. If we abandon 
that policy and continue to tighten 
trade restrictions, the economic conse- 
quences to us and to the world in the 
long run will be a worse repetition of 
the 1929 debacle. 

With “no trade, no aid,” our Allies 
will have no alternative except to turn 
to the Communist-dominated countries. 
Malenkov knows this. He can afford to 
play a waiting game while we force our 
friends, one by one, into his economic 
and political orbit.

Let Farmers Note 


Who’s on Their Side 


Let farmers note that Sen. Richard 
B. Russell lost another hard fight in 
their behalf—the battle for soil conser- 
vation. It, too, is going the way of 
economy although the Georgian sal- 
vaged part of it. 

We “economized” for a century or 
sa. without it and woke up to find our- 
selves in a desperate condition with 
much of our soil gone and the rest of 
it going. 

No nation has existed long that has 
forgotten that the source of all wealth 
is the land. When that is gone, all else 
_ disappears. In the short space of Ameri- 
can history we have destroyed our re- 
sources at a greater rate than any other 
people have ever succeeded :in doing. 

We learned it wasn’t economical 
after all to be without soil conservation 
practices, and government interest and 
assistance in them. The subsidy in- 
volved was not nearly as great as that 
the government has provided, and still 
provides for industry. But, REA, Soil 
Conservation, TVA and other agencies 
are feeling the knife increasingly at 
their throats today. 

Senator Russell noted, after the 
vote, that farm prices had broken again 
and said, “It looks like the farmers are 
going to get a lot of bad news in one 
day.” They did. 

Let the farmers—and other people, 
too—note who is on their side. 
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Reds Move to Get 
Tito Back in Fold 


It remains to be seen whether Rus- 
sia’'s naming of an ambassador to Yugo- 
slavia and the return favor by Tito will 
result in eventually bringing the Yugo- 
slav nation back into the Iron Curtain 
orbit, but it is a straw in the wind well 
worth watching by the West. 

The free world alliance has antici- 


pated such a move by Malenkov. His 
arch rival for power, the late Zhdanov, 
is credited with the policies that re- 
sulted in Tito’s defection from Moscow. 
His policy of allout bold antagonism 
toward the West is given credit for 
many. of Moscow’s failures in diplo- 
macy since 1947—the year the West 
became aware of its danger and formed 
a united front in opposition to Krem- 
lin designs. 

Malenkov is reported to have op- 
posed most of Zhdanov’s policies. The 
many conciliatory moves now emanat- 
ing from Moscow are a reflection of a 
change in tactics that presents an even 
greater potential danger. 


In a remarkably prophetic biogra- 
phy of Malenkov published a few weeks 
ago, Martin Ebon said: “As Malenkov, 
even temporarily, decides on a policy 
of hypocrisy—of speaking softly in the 
Teheran-policy manner—such a policy 
must constitute a grave danger to the 
West. As a ‘Malenkovism’ develops 
that turns a hypocritical smile westward, 
the foundation of Western strength is 
being weakened.” 

Mr. Ebon says further: “Malenkov 
can benefit most from a policy of keep- 
ing the West off balance; of blowing hot 
one day and cold the next; of simul- 
taneously talking peace and stirring up 
guerrilla war; of answering the ques- 
tions of a foreign journalist with great 
cordiality, while provoking riots in Ja- 
pan. It is the technique of the magi- 
cian, who distracts the attention of his 
audience with the clever gestures of 
one hand while he prepares his next 
trick with the other.” 


By following these tactics, the new 
Russian leadership hopes once again to 
lull the West to sleep while continuing 
its relentless pressures. We must be 
on guard—there ean be no change in 
basic Western strategy except at dire 
peril.

Dr. James B. Conant, former presi- 
dent of Harvard, is one of the truly 
great men of our time.

McCarthy thinks Dr. Conant is not 
doing a good job because Dr. Conant 
defended some men, in the German of- 
fice, whom McCarthy doesn’t like. The 
senator also objected to Dr. Conant’s 
opinion that while books of Communist 
writers should not be put in our infor- 
mation offices, that books of non- 
comformist views should be retained 
since this country is-one where a man 
has a right to differ. 

McCarthy sneeringly referred to one 
of the great mefy of our time as “pro- 
fessor.” He also said that he believed 
Dr. Conant to be-one of those kindly 
persons who believes “God is in his 
heaven and all is right with the world.” 

Well, that probably is right. Dr. 
Conant does believe God is in His 
heaven. And he does believe all would 
be right with the world if God's word 
and teachings, as revealed to us, were 
followed . 

He is kind and what is more, he is 
just. He also is not a boor and he cer- 
tainly is not a boor drunk with power 
and ambitious to be a Caesar. 

He follows exactly the lines pro- 
claimed for Americans by President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in his Sunday 
address at Dartmouth—an address 
which McCarthy was seeking to tear 
down in his oblique questioning.

He told a college graduation 
audience so the other night. 

“Politics should be raised to the 
level of a profession,” the Minnesotan 
said.

If the Peterson prophecy comes true, 
and a school of politics is added at the 
University of Georgia, we won't have 
to go out of the state to form the fac- 
ulty. We can think of several natives 
whose successful experience in the field 
would qualify them for teaching posts.

WASHINGTON—Julius and Ethel Rosen- 
berg, condemned to death as spies for hav- 
ing stolen atom bomb secrets and giving 
them to Russia, can have their lives spared 
and their sentences commuted—if they tell 
the names of their accomplices and give 
information that will be useful in their ar- 
rest. 


No formal offer has been made but in 
indirect ways the fact is known to them

From the interest taken in the case by 
the Soviet government, it is apparent Mos- 
cow is grateful for what the Rosenbergs 
have done. Through Soviet agents all over 
the world, public pleas for mercy have 
been stirred up and agitation induced 
among well-meaning citizens. 

American embassies have been picketed. 
The White House has been picketed and 
every legal maneuver has been used and 
lots of money spent to try to save the 
Rosenbergs. How has this money been 
spent and where did it come from? Some 
congressional committee might investigate. 


The Rosenbergs are guilty of one of the 
worst crimes in American history. Bene- 
dict Arnold's treason, for which he paid 
the death penalty, was insignificant in com- 
parison to the crime of the Rosenbergs. 
They also betrayed their country in war- 
time—during the year 1944 and since. 

The other day Harold Urey, a prominent 
scientist, sent a message to the White 
House claiming that the two accused per- 
sons could not have transmitted orally the 
scientific information they were alleged to 
possess. But the fact is the information and 
sketches were on paper, and a spy can act 
as a courier without being a scientist. 

Judge Irving Kaufman of New York, who 
knows the facts about what the Rosenbergs 
did steal, expressed himself this way on 
April 5 last when he pronounced the death 
sentences: 

‘“‘Your crime is worse than murder. In 
committing the act of murder, the criminal 
kills only his victim. When justice is meted 
out the chapter is closed. But in your case, 
I believe your conduct in putting into the 
hands of the Russians the A-bomb years 
before our best scientists predicted Russia 
would perfect the bomb has already caused 
the Communist aggression in Korea with 
the resultant casualties exceeding 50,000 
Americans and who knows but that mil- 
lions more of innocent people may pay the 
price of your treason.”’

Comet Jetliners 


Are New Thrill 


ROME—The Comet jetliner is a smallish 
plane, as Constellations, DC-6s and Boeings 
go. Walking up its aisle to our seat in the 
front compartment it seemed not unlike a 
slightly oversized DC-3. But there the re- 
semblance ends. 

There, in fact, begins an utterly new 
experience for an air- 
plane buff. It is a 
thrilling experience. 

Not that we weren't 
warned that it would 
be something special. 
One can't live in Lon- 
don a day without 
realizing that the Brit- 
ish look upon the Comet 
as Americans of a cen- 
tury ago must have 
looked upon our clipper

ships. 

“The greatest thing since sliced bread!”’ 
enthused an American traveler who had 
been whisked from London to Rome in a 
little under two hours. Comet pilots like 
Capt. J. B. Burnett feel that this may be 
the best tribute yet coined to the unique 
craft. 

It is a different kind of air travel from 
the moment the first of four 5,000 pounds 
thrust jet engines goes to work. Instead 
of the violent asthma and racking cough 
of a conventional plane engine, this gives 
off the purr of a dynamo. It does not shake 
the swept-back wing in which it is en- 
closed, or the cabin. 

And when all four are turning, and you 
start taxiing to the starting mark, there 
is less noise inside the heavily insulated 
cabin than a single reciprocating. engine 
makes—though now you are dealing with 
approximately 20,000 horsepower. 

At the end of the runway Captain Bur- 
nett, a friendly jittle man who flew with 
the RAF coastal command during the war, 
poured more and more fuel (kerosene) into 
his engines while his brakes held the plane 
still—until he developed the maximum: 
10,250 rpm’s. Then he let go and wé shot 
forward much more quickly, at the start, 
at least, than does a regular plane. 

The run was a bit longer than a con- 
ventional airliner, and the first part of the 
climb a bit more leisurely. But as we rose 
higher the-efficiency of the plane increased. 

At 37,000 feet Captain Burnett leveled off, 
cut the engines to 9,500 rpm’s, and we 
began our cruise. Our speed came up 
toward the 500 mph mark, which is as 
fast as they run these things, though strong 
tail winds have caused Comets on regular 
runs to have ground speeds of about 
700. mph. 

A slight frost formed on the inside of 
the tremendously strong windows. It was 
63 degrees below zero outside. Inside, ex- 
cept for a slightly cool floor, all was snug. 
There wasn’t the faintest vibration or the 
remotest conception of speed. 

He apologized later for being a few 
minutes late for the 1,000-mile flight. He 
had to fly around some jet maneuvers be- 
ing put on by the French Air Force.

The British firm’s first bid was 
'$1.831,800 for 10 transformers and 
34.406,493 for four generators. 

Westinghouse Electric Corpora- 
tion won the contract for the gen- 
erators the second time with a 
low bid of $4,249,601.

State’s Tax | 
Hit as Drag 
On Industry 


Representatives of Georgia in- 
dustries told a legislative com- 
mittee Tuesday that the state's 
three per cent sales tax on in- 
dustrial materials is running up 
their costs and putting them in 
an unfavorable competitive status 
with industries in other states. 

The industrialists are seeking 
to have the sales tax law amend- 
ed so as to exempt electricity and 
fuels such as natural gas and 
coal from the sales tax and also 
to exampt materials used in pro- 
cessing, fabrication, construction 
or manufacture of finished 
products. 

Ellsworth Hall, president of the: 
Macon Chamber of Commerce, 
warned the committee that south- 
bound Northern industrialists 
might regard Georgia as an “‘in- 
dustrial desert’’ unless the sales. 
tax law is changed. 


PARTS FREED 


Under the law ‘‘component 
parts’ of a manufactured product 
are exempt from the tax. But the 
Legislature last winter moved to 
tighten the sales tax law by mak- 
ing gas, electricity, ice, heat and 
fuels subject to the tax. It is the. 
latter amendment that the indus- 
trialists are opposing before the 
committee created especially to 
study the effect of the amendment 


on industry and revenue.

Rep. Davis Urges Tax Aid 
For Mothers Who Work

WASHINGTON, June 16—Rep. James C. Davis of Georgia 
Tuesday urged the House ways and means committee to approve 
legislation allowing working mothers to deduct expenses incurred 
for the care of their children during employment hours from their 


income taxes. 

Judge Davis told the committee 
there is a “crying need’’ to cor- 
rect the injustice now imposed on 


working mothers. 

The Decatur congressman in- 
troduced legislation to this end 
by proposing an amendment to 
the Internal Revenue Code last 
April. As the law now stands, 
working mothers are not allowed 
to deduct anything for expenses 
incurred in_employing others to 
care for their children.’ 

“T feel there is a widespread 
need for legislation of this kind,’’ 
Rep. Davis said. ‘There are 
many mothers of smal! children 


in this couptry who have been 
forced by circumstances to be- 
come the breadwinners for their 
families. The mother of a small 
child or children cannot leave her 
— and go to work without 
making preparation for the care 
of her children during the day.” 

Meanwhile, the Senate gave fi- 
nal approval Tuesday to a bill by 
Rep. Davis tightening up the 
criminal laws of the District of 
Columbia. The measure, which 
the House already has passed, 
calls for mandatory sentences in 
certain types of crimes and a 
general reorganization of crim- 


inal procedure.

ATHENS, June 16 ‘(4-—~More 
than 200 members of Georgia 
Parent-Teacher Associations 
were urged tonight to initiate a 
“renaissance in democracy” 
hy making t heir own groups 
more democratic. 

Malcolm S. Knowles, adminis- 
trative co-ordinator of the adult 
education association, working 
with PTA members gathered at 
the University of Georgia, 
classed the PTA with church 
meetings and civie clubs and 
called them the ‘‘laboratories 
of democracy.” 

*‘In these face-to-face meet- 
ings people honestly learn hab- 
its of participation which carrv 
over into civic life,’ he said. 
“The way people participate in 
these groups affects the wav 
they participate in the political 
gceene.”’ 

OPENING SESSION 

Knowles was a speaker for 
the opening session of the 3lst 
annual work conference of the 
Georgia PTA. The conference 
will continue into Thursday. 

In his remarks, Knowles 
ealled for a return to the town 
meeting idea in all groups with 
more give and take and less 
“leading and following.’’ 

“Too often.’ he said, ‘‘it is 
the job of followers to follow 
and the job of leaders to dic- 
tate.”’ 


Adding impetus to his plea 
for more democracy in groups, 
he asserted that such demorc- 
racy would solve the problem 
of getting group members to 
assume responsibility. 

FFEL RESPONSIBILITY 


People feel responsibility for 
doing things which they had a 
part in planning, he recounted. 
“But not since the Boston Tea 
Partv have Americans liked 
taxation without representa- 
tion.”’ 

He rapped the formalitiessof 
group meetings dictated by 
Robert's rules of order. He de- 
clared that these rules force peo- 
ple to he argumentative rather 
than co-operative and set up 
harriers against working to- 
gether. 

Conference sessions Wednes- 
day and Thursday will. consist 
of small group meetings. Or- 
ganization, program, tools and 
techniques of PTA groups will 
he discussed.

Inside From Orange Porch 


Warrens Furnish House 


With Paintings, Pottery * 


By DOTTY LUNDY 
Two years ago the Ferdinand Warrens moved info a five- 
room faculty cottage on the Agnes Scott campus with little in 
the way of household furnishings but paintings and pottery. 


A few months later, with 
the paints on the walis and the 
pots on the shelves, plus glean- 
ings from second-hand stores 
and clearance sales, they hard- 
ly recognized the once-drab 
little house. 

First the Warrens tackled the 
living room and adjoining stu- 
dio-dining room. An old claw- 
foot dining table from a used 
furniture store made a fine 
coffee table in the spacious gas- 
light-era parlor. Moonshine 
jugs from a mountain trip 
were turned into lamp bases 
for Mrs. Warren’s’§ Johnson 
grass shades. They bought 
rush rugs for the floors, rattan 
and canvas chairs. 

Then the couple scraped an 
oak chest and drop leaf table 
down to the natural grain. Mr. 
Warren, nationally recognized 
for his paintings, is an artist 
with mediums other than 
brushes and oils. Several can- 
delabra in the house’ were 


twisted from clothesline’ wire. 


He fitted a flush door with 
pipe legs for a dining table. The 
hall mobile, a sensitive study 
of the moon peering thrugh au- 
tumn foilage, was the result 
of a five-day siege with the 
flu. ‘I just got well too soon,”’ 
Mr. Warren laughs, insisting 
the dangling abstract is unfin- 


ished. Coat hangers, screen 
and chicken wire were some of 
his raw materials. Mrs. War- 
ren, who used to make stuffed 
dolls commercially, has several 
displayed over the house. 


Some of Mr. Warren's more 
recent paintings were done with 
a wax pigment after heat had 
been applied, resembling an- 
cient Egyptian art. Not con- 
tent to stop with his canvases, 
he makes his own picture 
frames. His gesso-red elay 
process, giving a burnished 
gold finish, might have come 
from Italy. 

Resourceful Mrs. Warren 
bought lengths of lumber, 
stacking them up with brick, 
to provide book shelves in the 
studio. Bedroom walls facing 
the chartreuse room wer? 
painted yellow, the other two 
left blue-green. A back room 
‘‘putter shop’’ is gray. 

The Warrens' brought the 
back porch wing, which was 
tacked on in fairly recent 
years, into the rest of the 
house by converting the win- 
dow into shelves. The kitchen 
is vellow with orange. dra- 
peries — the porch also orange. 
‘“‘Just like the inside of a 
pumpkin,”’ as one faculty wife 
remarked,

W aistline 
By IDA JEAN KAIN 

While the waistline appears 
to be the first to succumb ta 
the dreaded middle spread, 
actually the root of the trouble 
is lack of tone im the bias gir 
die muscles. 

To get a general idea of how 
tone in these muscles shapes 
the waist, place thumbs to 
gether, fingers spread apart 
and curving. That’s roughly the 
way the side-front abdominals 
span the figure and angle up- 
wards to insert sawtooth fash- 
ion to midriff mbs. It's easy 
to see that when these muscles 
become flabby, the waist bulks 
out. 

FIGURE TEST 

Before we ease into specific 
exercise to tone the oblique 
muscles, take this figure test. 
... Stand sidewards to a mir- 
ror, and pull up and in strongly 
with the girdle muscles, mak- 
ing the middle muscles take the 
action. 

This ‘‘slims up’ the waist. 
It's plain to see that when you 
settle into slumped posture, the 
waist looks dumpy. Keeping 
those muscles bracingly on the 
job through good posture will 
make it easy to control the 
waist measurement. 


RESTORE TONE 


The following exercise re- 
stores tone to the muscles re- 
sponsible for the waist widen- 
ing in the first place. ... 

Position: Lying on back, feet 
elevated to low bench. 

Movement: Bend knees and 
forcibly separate the knees, but 
make the girdle muscles take 
the action, repeat a half dozen 
times. From this same posi- 
tion raise hips slightly off the 
floor, and tilt them sidewards, 
pulling in strongly -with the 
side-front muscles, for those 
are the muscles you are aiming 
to tone. Back to position, tilt 
hips to opposite side, again 
pulling in forcibly with side- 
front muscles. Repeat 12 times. 

Position: Sitting on _ floor, 
legs straight out in front of 
body, hands clasped behind 
head, elbows bent. 

Movement: First pull strong- 
ly up and in with middle mus- 
cles and hold, as you twist 
gently to the right, half wav 
round, and bending forward

in pull, touch left elbow to left 
knee. Reverse action. Later

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Judge Gives 
A Warning 


They've come around from papers and magazines all over the 
country to write about the horrors of the Georgia Training School 
for Girls—and once again our state won’t come out of it looking 
100 pretty. 

Still it seems to follow that we have to be horrified into action. 
-It took hair-clipping and escapes and name-calling to begin the 
Jong, slow haul of making the training school a humane institu- 
tion with rehabilitation instead of punishment as its goal. 

And now it seems that a new horror lies in wait for us at the 
juvenile detention home. Judge W. W. Woolfolk has asked for the 
money to hire additional staff members to care for the youngsters 
who are brought into the court and held in the detention rooms 
upstairs until their cases can be disposed of. 

The county turned him down. 


Now the judge reports that guns and knives have been found 
in the place. The detention quarters are jammed with 40 young- 
‘asters. The place is understaffed from the standpoint of simple 
lock-’em-up-and-watch-’em care, as if that were enough. For real 
care, the kind that distinguishes a juvenile detention home from 
a common jail, the judge needs at least four more people. 


He has warned us. Perhaps it’s true that the county, under 
pressure from successive grand juries to cut expenses, can’t see 
adding $25,000 to the juvenile court’s budget. But when a riot 
breaks out in the home, when children are maimed or killéd or an 
attendant is knifed or shot in the back, we’ll do something. When 
the situation has become a national scandal, citizens will once 
more be horrified into action. 

The Fulton juvenile court is one of the best in the country 
and certainly in Georgia. It pioneered in a day when youngsters 
were sent to chain gangs. It is still pioneering. 

Judge Woolfolk has a citizens’ advisory board dedicated to 
the proposition that the juvenile court’s purpose is to save children. 
They are constantiy studying improved methods of dealing with 
young delinquents. They feel very strongly the need of closer su- 
pervision, better casework and 24-hour care in the detention home. 


The loud-voiced citizens who have expressed themselves as 
against ‘‘coddling young rowdies’’ should know that not all the 
children who wind up in juvenile court are rowdies. Many of them 
are terrified infants who have been abandoned or neglected. I’ve 
been there and seen scrawny little girls looking peaked and old 

for their age—trapped through 
no fault of their own. I’ve seen 
| the policewomen take in lost 
children at night when there 
was nobody on duiy but the 
| night watchman and one har- 
_assed attendant with all she 
could do to keep an eye on 
_ the rougher ones upstairs. 


The juvenile court is a public 
institution and it needs the 
| understanding of an interested 
public. If the current grand 
| jury does investigate the de- 
tention home, as has. been 
| urged, and does recommend 
the financing of the needs 
Judge Woolfolk has pointed out, 
all of us should give it our 
support.

In a field on Cedar Grove Road near Conley in DeKalb County | 
stands a monument to that paragon of stubbornness, the mule. | 


Local legend has it that the monument was built to a particularly

A welcome relief, for those 
hardy enough to brave the sim- 
mering sides of the famous Geor- 
gia mountain, is soaking tired 
and steaming feet in the pools 
which dot the top of the massive 
boulder. 

Week ends find thousands eager 
to climb the well-worn path up 
the steep sides of the mountain 
where they can gaze at the sur- 
rounding scenery and enjoy the 
cooling breezes that swirl around 
the mountain top. 

Douglas McCurdy, chairman of 
the State Parks Authority estl- 
mates that the mountain attracts 
as many as 5,000 visitors each 
week end during the summer. 

Picknicking is one of the fa- 
vorite hot weather’ activities 
around the mountain. The base 
of the mountain is dotted with 
rough sites’ for cooking and. the 
only necessities are a_ few 
straightened coat hangers, some 
‘‘weenies’’ and a few pine cones 
for fuel. 

Partway up the mountain are 
groves of gnarled pines which 
provide shade for the hot and 
weary climber.
